NEW PARKING RULE 
OFFERED IN COUNCIL 


Change of the Atlanta non-parking 
laws making out a prima facie case 
against the owner, «° automobiles 
which violate parking rules in the 
city was voted 19 to 9 Monday by 
city council, ’ 

The paper was offered by Alder- 
man Charles Murphy, chairman of 
the police committee of city council, 
who declared that judges of recorder’s 
courts have heid that the present law 
can not be enforced unless personal 
service of subpeonas is made by the 
officers.

“The Italian government has sub- 
mitted to serious examination the 
memorandum handed on February 10, 
by the ambassador of the United 
States of America to the prime minis- 
ter. minister for foreign affairs. 

“The sahil memorandum’ explains 
the principles which have inspired the 
Washington government in proposing 
that, before the contemplated interna- 
tional conference. for the reduction 
and the limitation of armaments, 
negotiations be initiated between the 
five powers signatory to the treaty of 
Washington of 1922 for the purpose 
of studying the limitation of certain 
categories of naval armaments not 
covered by said treaty. 

“The Italian government appre- 
ciates fully the high spirit which has 
guided the president of the United 
States of America in addressing his 
message to congress on the same day 
in which the memorandum of the 
American government was handed to 
the governments of the great powers 
interested. The appreciation of the 
Italian government has all the great- 
er value since Italy has always asso- 
ciated herself with every international 
activity tending to establish upon a 
solid base the tranquillity and peace 
of the world. 

“That spirit which has guided Mr. 
Coolidge is, so to say, the heritage 
of the Italian government and people, 

“Italy in fact has not only adhered 
to the Washington conference but has 
concluded during the past five years 
more treaties of friendship and arbi- 
tration than those stipulated by any 
other European state. Her actual 
military expenses and, above all, her 
naval budget in which there is ap- 
propriated three hundred million lire 
annually, @qual to about thirteen 
millions of dollars, for new naval con- 
struction demonstrate clearly that the 
‘far-reaching building programs’ al- 
leged in the message certainly cannot 
refer to Italy. 

“The American government pro- 
poses in its memorandum that the 
Italian government empower its rep- 
resentative on the preparatory dis- 
armament commission to. initiate 
negotiations at Geneva with a view 
to concluding agreements which, in 
anticipation of a global limitation of 
naval, land and air armamenfs, shall 
regulate naval armaments, by limit- 
ing the construction of those lesser 
vessels which were not contemplated 
in the accords of 1922. 

“As regards such a proposal the 
government of his majesty must above 
all state that in principle and as 
far as concerns the continent of Eu- 
rope its point of view is that there 
exists an undeniable interdependence 
of every type of armament of every 
single power, and furthermore that 
it is not possible to adopt partial 
measures between only the five large 
naval powers. ‘The Italian govern- 
ment thinks tbat the limitation of 
armaments, to be efficacious to the 
ends referred to by Mr. Coolidge, 
should be universal and recalls in this 
connection that the example of Wash- 
ington was not accepted by the minor 
naval powers and that the conference 
held at Rome in February, 1924, for 
the extension of the principles of 
the Washington treaty to. the powers 
not signatory theretc was a failure.

That is more amplified and elegant, 
perhaps, than Henry Ford's blunt epi- 
thet, but we must remember that Hen 
is not a poet—-except in the. Biblical 
sense, St. Paul told the Ephesians 
that ‘“‘we are His (God’s) workman- 
ship,” but the original Greek is “we 
are God’s poems,” because a poet was 
a “maker” and in the old English 
makers were called “poets” and poets 
were “makers” who created—as an

A Few of the First Things. 

_ General Ben Butler was for a long 
time supposed to have originated the 
application of the word “contraband” 
to a negro slave of the south, but an 
investigation developed that such use 
of the word occurred first in an ad- 
dress upon “Political Economy,” made 
in New York in 1853 by Hon. George 
Opdyke. Perhaps Ben Butler acquir- 
ed it like he did the silver spoons in | 
New Orleans! 

The Confederates were first to arm 
negroes at the very outset of the war. 
They did it in Mobile before the battle 
of Bull Run, in Louisiana before any 
negro had been given a United States 
uniform, and in Tennessee even be- 
fore the state had seceded from the 
union. 

When the United States government 
began to issue bonds for the prosecu- 
tion of the war, bond “No, 1” was 
acquired by A. T. Stewart; the mer- 
chant prince of. New York and was 
still in his possession at the time of 
his death long after the close of the 


war. 

The first time the body of a Con- 
federate combatant was returned to 
his comrades with military honors was 
at Fredericksburg on January 9%, 
1863.

Self Operating 


Talking Machine 


Is Announced 


Camden. N. J., February 21.—A 
self-operating talking machine, which 
changes records automatically and 
gives an hour of music with one fill- 
ing of the record magazine, is the 
latest development in the field of 
musical reproduction. Announcement 
of the perfection of this ingenious de- 
vice, which is expected to have far- 
reaching effect upon the industry, was 
made today by the research labora- 
tories of the Victor Talking Machine 
company. 

Almost from the day when the 
first practical talking machine was 
built, inventors have dreamed of an 
instrument which could change rec- 
ords automatically. Realization of 
this dream represents five years of 
intense experiment in the Victor lab- 
oratories, according to E. E. Shu- 
maker, president of the company. 

The new instrument performs an 
intricate operation in a surprisingly 
simple manner. Twelve of the fa- 
miliar type of disc records: are placed 
in a magazine which is suspended at 
an angle above the turntable of the 
instrument. <A touch of the starter 
button sets the mechanism in motion. 
A mechanical “hand” takes the first 
record from the magazine and places 
it on the turntable, the tone arm 
swings into playing position and the 
music starts. When the first record 
has been played to completion the me- 
chanical “hand” removes it, transfers 
it to a yelvet lined drawer, takes the 
second record from the magazine, 
places it on the turntable, and the 
process is repeated. When the last 
record in the magazine has been play- 
ed, the mechanical “hand” removes it, 
and the instrument stops automat- 
ically. 

A ‘complete symphonic recording, a4 
quiring 12 record surfaces, or 12 
sorted selections may be placed in the 
instrument at one time. 

An electric motor drives the mech- 
anism of the instrument. The musi- 
cal reproducing system employed is 
the Orthophonic talking machine in- 
troduced by the Victor company a lit- 
tle more than a year ago. 


SCHARF IMPROVING 
FOLLOWING SUDDEN 
ATTACK OF ILLNESS

FRAUDS CHARGED 


George 0. King, bookkeeper of the 
defunct Bankers’ Trust company, 
again occupied the spotlight Monday 
as the chief witness in the trial of 
J. A. Sasser, John D. Russell, P. J. 
Baker and L. R. Adams, co-defendant 
officials of the Bankers’ Trust compa- 
ny, on mail fraud charges in United 
States district court. King’s testi- 
mony in connection with the Georgia 
Farm Loan company transaction, now 
under fire from the district attorney 
in trial of the case, was to the effect 
that the company was in process of 
liquidation as far back as 1919. 

District Attorney Clint W. Hager 
introduced a number of letters and 
notes alleged to have been signed by 
Sasser as vice president, secretary and 
treasurer of the Georgia Farm Loan 
company, showing that notes first 
signed by Sasser in 1922 and 1923 
were renewed from time to time and 
are still outstanding and unpaid. 

These notes were secured by notes of 
the Georgia Realty company, and the 
Georgia Realty company as far back 
as 1921 was insolvent to the extent 
of $34,000, its entire capital stock hav- 
ing been wiped out, the district at- 
torney charged, adding “which made 
lit no security at all.” 

King, on the stand, testified to sign- 
ing $55.000 worth of notes when ask- 
ed to do so by Baker, the notes, he 
said, being renewed at various inter- 
vals from 1915 te 1919. The wit- 
ness admitted that he never had any 
interest in real estate, had no title to 
real estate, and did not pay taxes on 
real estate. District Attorncy Hager 
charged that King was asked to sign 
the notes as a screen, so that the 
notes would look like new paper 
through a transfer, first from the 
Georgia Realty company to King, and 
then from King to the Georgia Farm 
Thoan company. The. district attor- 
ney traced the transfer through the 
note file of the company, he said. 

Hewlett Hall, attorney for Sasser, 
in outlining in the case he will pre- 
sent in defense of his client, said that 
he intends to show that the business 
of the Georgia Farm Loan company 
was handled legitimately up to 1918, 
and that Sasser hac no active con- 
nection with it from that time. 

Mr. all declared that someone had 
been “robbing’’ the Bankers’ Trust 
company, and that he was going to 
get “to the bottom of it.” inviting Mr. 
Hager to join him. Under cross-ex- 
amination by Mr. Hall, King said that 
notes signed by Sasser were on good 
security, mostly Luckie and Walton 
street property, this being supported 
by a brief review of the books of the 
Georgia Farm Loan company.

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KELLOGG WRITES 
HARRIS ON GnlNA 


Washington, February 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The state department’s policy 
in the present serious situation in 
China was outlined to Senator Harris, 
of Georgia. in a letter he received to- 
day from Secretary Frank B. Kellogg. 
It was in answer to an inquiry made 
by Senator Harris in behalf of.a con- 
stituent. 

The letter follows in part: 

“You desire to know what proba- 
bility there is of serious complica- 
tions in the Shanghai district, par- 
ticularly affecting American mission- 
aries resident therein. 

“Upon the first appearance of any 
signs indicating that danger may 
arise, threatening American citizens, 
the department of state gives its seri- 
ous attention to the problem thus 
created. On January 11, 1927, the 
American consul general at Shanghai 
recommended to the American legation 
at Pekin that American citizens at 
interior points in the Shanghai and 
adjacent Yangtze valley districts 
should be advised to proceed without 
delay to open ports, from which they 
might, if necessary, be evacuated. On 
January 13 the legation authorized 
the consul general to give this advice 
to American citizens at interior points 
in the event of trouble occurring or 
becoming eminent. 

“On January 19, 1927. the depart- 
ment addressed a 
to A. L. Warnshuis, secretary, inter- 
national missionary council, New 
York, suggesting that all American 
missionary organizations having repre- 
sentatives in the Yangtze valley or in 
south China make suitable prepara- 
tions for the evacuation of their va- 
rious mission stations in those re- 
gions so that this might be accom- 
plished without loss of time if such 
a measure became advisable in any 
given locality. Mr. Warnshuis replied 
that he had transmitted the ‘depart- 
ment’s suggestion to all the mission- 
ary organizations concerned. 

“The American -consular officials 
in China make every effort to keep 
on file in their offices the names and 
addresses of all American citizens in 
their respective districts, and the co- 
operation of all American organiza- 
tions and persons is urged to this end. 
It is the practice of the American con- 
sular officials to keep American citi- 
zens advised as to the conditions that 
may threaten their safety. When 
Americans decide to proceed to open 
ports or elsewhere, in order to avoid 
danger, American consuls likewise as- 
sist them in securing transportation 
when it is otherwise not available. 

“In this way, as you have doubtless 
noticed in the press, a great many 
American citizens have been evacu- 
ated from central China. It is to be 
feared that if warlike operations take 
place in the vicinity of Shanghai, the 
situation of Americans in that district 
may be fraught with considerable risk. 
There would arise the same danger if 
local disorders should take place be- 
yond the power of the ordinary police 
force in conjrol. For these reasons, 
American naval] forces have been sta- 
tioned at Shanghai and a refuge thus 
provided to which Americans "in the 
interior may retire and from which 
they may be evacuated if necessary. 

“It is thought this. explanation of 
the situation will answer the inquiry 
made of you by C. R,. Wilcox, but, if 
any further details are desired, I shall 
be glad to supply them.

Washington, February 21.—(>)— 
Final valuations of railroads by the 


interstate commerce commission can- 
not bé challenged in the courts until

Samuel Insull, of Chicago, head 
of a $500,000,000 group of utility 
ig mee sey and his counsel, Daniel 
J. Schuyler, disclosed a $40,000 fund 
of mysterious disposition, bringing the 
total Insull primary expenditures up 
to $238,000, but again defied the com- 
mittee by refusing to tell to whom 
was paid. 

Then Insull let another cat out 
of the bag by mentioning a $190,000 
check he gave to cover advances of 
that amount of eurrency for primary 
campaign expenditures. He professed 
inability to remember the payee of 
the check, the bank on which it was 
drawn, or the date. 

Records Demanded. 

Entering avidly upon this new are- 
nue of inquiry the committee demand- 
ed the check and all other records per- 
taining to the Insull campaign expen- 
ditures. 

Insull sought permission to send 
the records with an explanation from 
Chicago, but the committee insisted 
that be appear here with the docu- 
ments next Saturday. The $190,000 
is part of the $238,000 total spent 
by Insull in the primary, but the 
committee wants to know where In- 
sull got the currency for which he 
gave the $190.000 check. 

The committee wants to know 
whether in these transactions laws 
forbidding campaign contributions by 
corporations were violated. Insull 
insisted that $200,000 of the $255,- 
000 came from his pocket. 

State's Attorney Robert FE. Crowe 
avoided citation for contempt by tes- 
tifring that he received $5,000 from 
Insull and by answering all questions 
regarding his connection with the pri- 
mary canvass. 

Cunningham Is Defiant. 

Thomas W. Cunningham, of Phila- 
delphia, persisted.in refusing to re- 
veal the source of $50,000 he con- 
tributed to the Vare-Beidleman ticket 
in the Pennsylvania primary. He 
will be cited to the senate for con- 
tempt. H 

When they appear again next Sat- 
urday, Insull and Schuyler are to. be 
given another chance to avoid cita- 
tion to the senate for contempt. If 
they still persist in defiance of the 
committee, of which Senator Reed, 
democrat, of Missouri, is chairman, it 
will present a resolution to the sen- 
ate reporting the facts and recom- 
mending punishment of the recusant 
witness. The senate will then have 
the choice of two courses. It may 
arrnaign the witnesses at its bar for 
punishment directly or refer the 
charges to the United States attorney 
for the indictment of the witnesses 
by a federal grand jury. The latter 
course probably would be followed. 
The penalty for the offense is im- 

risonment. 

. Insull said the mysterious $40,000 
fund was expended for republican 
county candidates in a county pri- 
mary into which the senate commit- 
tee is without authority to inquire 
and that he gave a pledge not to re- 
venl the persons to whom the money 
was paid. 

Schurler abandoned an attempt to 
shield the transaction behind the 
sanctity of the relation of client and 
counsel, but insisted the committee 
had no right to inquire where the 
money wert. : 

When Insull was excused until next 
Saturday, Senator Reed, in a friend- 
ly word of caution to avoid risking 
punishment by the senate for con- 
tempt, said to the utility millionaire:

During the committee recess Sena- 
tor Reed offered a resolution in the 
senate to extend the life of the com- 
mittee after the end of this congress 
and to authorize it to open ballot 
boxes in the Pennsylvania senatorial 
contest. Upon objection by Senator 
Reed, republican, of Pennsylvania, 
consideration of the resolution was 
postponed until tomorrow.
